Syria hails 
US-Russia

DAMASCUS (AFP) - A US- 
Russtsn initiative to remove 
Syria's chemical weapons is a 
■victory" that averts war, a 
Syrian minister said yesterday, 
even as Washington and Paris 
warned that military action re¬ 
mains an option. 

"On one hand, it helps the 
Syrians emerge horn the crisis 
and on the other it has allo wed 
for averting war against Syria," 
Minister of State for National 
Reconciliation All Haidar said 
of the deal. "It's a victory for 
Syria that was achieved thanks 
to our Russian friends." 

The ambitious plan to dis¬ 
mantle and destroy Syria's 
chemical anus stockpile — one 
a f the largest in the world -- by 
mid-2014 was thrashed out 
over three days in Geneva be¬ 
tween Kerry and his Russian 
counterpart Sergei Lavrov 
It gives Syrian President 
Bashar al-Assad a week to hand 
over details of lus regime's arse¬ 
nal o f tire intemati onally b aimed 
aims m order to avert unspeci¬ 
fied sanctions and the threat of 
US-led military strikes

Colorado floods leave 500 
unaccounted for 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
water-soaked US state of Co¬ 
lorado saw more rainfall yes¬ 
terday til at threatened to slow 
the search for the 500 people 
unaccounted for after several 
days of massive flooding.

ACAPULCO (AFP) - Hurri¬ 
cane Ingrid and Tropical Storm 
Manuel triggered rain, land¬ 
slides and floods as they neared 
Mexico's east and west coasts 
Sunday, killing at least 19 peo¬ 
ple and forcing thousands to 
evacuate 

The systems soaked large 
swaths of the country, causing 
rivers tD swell, flooding streets 
and damaging bridges as they 
flanked the coasts, with Manuel 
m the Pacific and Ingrid m the

At least 14 people died and 
more than 2,000 abandoned 
their homes in the southwestern 
state of Guerrero, officials said. 

Water rose as high as three 
feet {one meter) m parts of Aca¬ 
pulco, dragging ears away, 
whil e tire ro ad 1 eadm g to the in- 
t email anal airport's terminal 
was closed. 

The city's port was shut to 


navigation and a warning was 
issued against recreational use 
of beaches ahead of the hurri¬ 
cane's strong winds Two men 
who sailed away were reported 
missing. 

Tropical Storm Manuel was 
ID miles (15 kilometers) from 
the town of Manzanillo in the 
western state of Cohina and 
moving northwest at 10 miles 
(15 kilometers) per hour, posmg 
a nsk of flash floods and mud¬ 
slides, the US National Hurri¬ 
cane Center said in an I£00 
GMT advisory 

Manuel was expected to 
cross tire coast “soon" and 
move ml and over southwestern 
Mexico late Sunday and Mon¬ 
day, the Miann-based center 
said. 

Tire storm's top winds weak¬ 
ened slightly to d5 mph (100 
kph) and were expected to 
slowly weaken further. 


As Hurricane Ingrid crept 
toward the east coast, three peo¬ 
ple, including a lb-year-Did 
boy, were killed in a landslide 
m Tlatlauquitec, a mountain 
townm the central state of 
The hurricane already 
forced the evacuation of b,000 
people in the east coast state of 
Veracruz after two rivers over¬ 
flowed their banks.

Center said Ingrid was moving 
slowly toward the coast, with 
maximum sustained winds of

Iraq attacks kill 46 as official 
escapes assassination 


HILL A (AFP) - Attacks across 
Iraq, including more than a 
dozen car bombs, killed at 
least people on Sunday 
while the head of Baghdad's 
provincial council escaped an 
assassination attempt on Ins 
convoy 

The violence was the latest 
in months of unrelenting 
bloodshed, the country's worst 
since 20D3, that has sparked 
concern Iraq is slipping back 
into the all-out sectarian war 
of previous years that killed 
tens of thousands. 

Authorities have imposed 
tough restrictions on move¬ 
ment m the capital and else¬ 
where, and earned out 
wi d e-rangm g op erati a ns 

against militants, but insur¬ 
gents have pressed their at¬ 
tacks 


On Sunday, they struck in 
more than a dozen towns and 
cities, with at least 17 car 
bombs, killing 4 £5 people and 
wounding more than 130 over¬ 
all 

The deadliest violence was 
m and around the city of Hill a, 
the predominantly Shiite capi¬ 
tal of Babll province south of 
Baghdad, where four ear 
bombs killed 19 people, police 
and medics said. 

No group immediately 
claimed responsibility for the 
violence, which largely struck 
majority Shiite areas. Sunni 
militants linked to Al-Qaeda, 
however, often target Iraq's 
Shiite majority, whose adher¬ 
ents they regard as apostates 

In Baghdad, meanwhile, a 
car bomb hit the convoy of 
Riyadh al-Adhadh, chief of the 


provincial council and a Sunni 
lawmaker from the party of 
the n ati on al p arli am ent 
sp eaker. 

Adhadh was unbanned but 
two others, including one of 
Ins bodyguards, were killed 
and four people were 
wounded. 

The blast shattered the win¬ 
dows of nearby shops and 
buildings, and security forces 
imposed a cordon around the 
area in the aftermath, an AFP 
journalist at the scene said 
A sepai'ate car bomb later on 
Sunday in the capital killed 
three others. 

Tire surge in violence comes 
as the government grapples 
with a prolonged political 
stalemate, with no significant 
legislation passed since March 
2010 parliamentary elections 


Outcry over rape of five years 
old girl In Pakistan 


LAHORE (AFP) - Rights cam¬ 
paigners staged protest rallies 
across Pakistan on Sunday 
against the rape of a five-years 
old girl in the eastern aty of La- 
ha re whose condition ts now 
relatively stable. 

Police still have no clue who 
earned out the attack despite 
detaining several suspects and 
releasing most of them after 
questioning, a law enforcement 
official sad. 

The five-year old girl was 
kidnapped on Thursday and 
brutaJly raped in the eastern city 
of Lahore. 

Police sad the girl was 
found outside a hospital at 
around 3pm on Friday, a day 
after she went missing from a 
low-income neighbourhood in 
the aty. 

"Her condition is relatively 
stable but still she is in die In¬ 
tensive Care Unit," doctor 


Farzand All, medical superin¬ 
tendent in the Services hospital 
told AFP 

Senior police officer Zul- 
fiqar Hameed sad investigators 
had questioned several suspects 
but have yet to formally ar- 
rested anyone.

In neighbouring India, a 
judge on Friday sentenced to 
death four men convicted of the 
fatal gang rap e and murder of a 
student on a New Delhi bus last 
December, fid filling the last 
wish of the 2 3-year-old victim 
who later died of her injuries. 


Social media erupts 
over French jeweller 
who killed thief 


PARIS (AFP) - A French j ew- 
eller who shot dead a teenage 
robber last week has sparked 
an intense national debate in 
France, with a Facebookpage 
supporting him attracting more 
than I A million "likes" 

Stephan Turk, <57, shot an 
13-year-old in the back cm 
Wednesday as he and another 
robber were fleeing on a 
scooter with gems stolen from 
the jeweller's shop in the 
French Riviera city of Nice. 

His actions have divided 
France, with suppalters argu¬ 
ing for the right to self-defence 
amid a general climate of inse¬ 
curity, while critics condemn 
the use of violence and vigi- 
1 autism. 

A Facebook page against 


the jeweller and the use of 
force has also emerged over 
the past few days, though it 
has a comparatively meagre 
13,£00 “likes". 

French law allows for 
killers to escape conviction far 
murder if they can show they 
acted m "legitimate defence". 

But the prosecutor who rec¬ 
ommended Turk be charged 
with murder does not believe 
this can be applied as the jew¬ 
eller's life did not appear to be 
in immediate danger when he 
fired an unlicensed semi-auto¬ 
matic pistol 

If convicted of voluntary 
homicide, the jeweller could 
spend the rest of lus life in 
prison.

Japan to be nuclear-free as 
last reactor switched off 



TOKYO (AFP) - Japan Sun¬ 
day began switching off its last 
operating nuclear reactor for 
an inspection, with no date 
scheduled for a restart amid 
strong public hostility towards 
atomic power. 

The move will leave the 
world's third largest economy 
without atomic energy for the 
second time since the 
Fukushima nuclear crisis 
erupted in March 2011. 

Nuclear power supplied 
about one-third of the re- 
so urc e-p a or nation's ele ctri city 
before a tsunami knocked out 
cooling systems and sparked 
meltdowns at Fukushima, 
causing tens of thousands to 
dee their homes. 

Prune Minister Shinzo Abe 
has openly supported a return 
to the widespread use of 
atomic energy, but the public 
remains largely opposed on 
safety grounds 


Japan previously was with¬ 
out any nuclear energy in May 
2 D12, when all of the country's 
50 co mm erci al re acta rs 
stopped for checkups in the 
wake of the disaster 

Utilities were unable imme¬ 
diately to rest ait them due to 
public opposition 

It was the first time in more 
than four decades that Japan 
had been without nuclear 
p ower. 

Government officials and 
utilities voiced concern at the 
time tliat Japan could face 
major blackouts without nu¬ 
clear power, particularly m the 
western region that relied 
heavily on nuclear energy. 

Anti-nuclear campaigner 
Greenpeace Japan said the 
country must seize the oppor¬ 
tunity of being without nuclear 
power to focus on promoting 
renewable energy. 
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Court case renews debate on US 'Open 
Internet” rules 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - De¬ 
bate is back an in Washington 
Dn US regulations an "net neu¬ 
trality' 1 which bar internet 
bra adb and pro viders fi oin 
blocking or discriminating 
against services or content. 

A court case for which argu¬ 
ments were held tins month 
brought by Verizon, one o f the 
largest Internet service 
providers, challenges the 
"Open Internet" rule approved 
m DO 10 by the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission 

The seemingly arcane rule, 
or changes to it, could have an 
imp a it ant impact: some say it 
may determine whether fixed 
broadband providers can con¬ 
trol what services flow throw 


their networks 

“These rules provide an im¬ 
portant safeguard both for in¬ 
novation and investment on 
the Internet,' said David Soho, 
an attorney with the Center for 
Democracy and Technology, 
which backs the FCC rules. 

Sohn said dial if Verizon has 
its way, it and other providers 
like Comcast or AT&T could 
"play favorites," by bio clang 
or degrading services such as 
YouTube or Netflix to pro¬ 
mote their own offerings or 
that o f their p artn ers. 

"Every user every day ben¬ 
efits from tins rule for the 
services they use, whether it's 
YouTube at Twitter or some- 
tiling else,* Sahn told AFP. 


But Verizon and its allies 
argue the FCC lacks authority 
to interfere with their business, 
and tliat Congress never de¬ 
cided these companies were 
regulated utilities or “common 
carriers.* 

Tire FCC, in a 3-2 majority 
decision December 2010, said 
it imposed the rules to ensure 
that the Internet "has no gate¬ 
keepers limiting innovation 
and communication through 
the network" 

But participants at the ap¬ 
peals court hearing said two of 
die three judges appeared in¬ 
clined to overturn the FCC 
rules, although the decision 
could stem from either juris¬ 
dictional or fundamental legal 
arguments. 

Whatever the appeals court 
decides, tire debate is likely to 
continue. Either side could ap¬ 
peal to die US Supreme Court, 
and the issue could end up in 
Congress, which has been di¬ 
vided on the issue 

Amid the US debate, the Eu¬ 
ropean Commission this 
month adopted a similar "net 
neutrality* provision barring 
any blocking or throttling of 
competing or data-heavy serv¬ 
ices. 

With the stakes high, Wash¬ 
ington lobby groups on both 
sides have been ramping up 
their efforts 

"Tins affects most Ameri¬ 
cans who watch a move on 
Netflix or wIid make a phone 
call on Von age, “ said Pantelis 
Mi ch al op onto s, 1 awyer for p al¬ 
lies arguing in support of the 
FCC rules 

Michalopoulos said compa¬ 
nies like Verizon "have the in¬ 
centive and ability to 


discriminate" against, service 
and could, for example, de¬ 
grade Netflix to the point 
where viewers would see 
blank screens. 

But another Washington 
lawyer work works on tech is¬ 
sue s, and who requ este d no t to 
be cited because of clients he 
represents in the sector, said he 
did not believe service 
providers would try to dramat¬ 
ically reshape what flaws 
through their networks. 

"It would be commercially 
infeasible to offer an Internet 
service if you couldn't get to 
tire big sites," the lawyer said 

More likely, the attorney 
said, would be deals mirroring 
what is taking place in the 
wireless space, winch is not 
subject to file same rules, and 
where providers offer pre¬ 
mium packages on an exclu¬ 
sive basis, such as NFL 
football games 

Firms like Verizon fear that 
if fixe FCC has its way, file 
agency would be m a position 
to more tightly regulate bro ad- 
band as a public utility, which 
might mean regulating prices 
as well 

Scott Cl el and at the advo¬ 
cacy group NetCompetition, 
which backs Verizon m the 
case, said overturning the FCC 
rules would bring free-market 
economics back to fire Internet. 

"Consumers would be able 
to p ay 1 es s, not m ore for bro ad- 
fa and, if consumers no longer 
were farced to shoulder file 
full broadband cost of Internet 
access by subsidizing the 
biggest edge companies like 
Netflix and Google-YouTube, 
which consume about half of 
file Internet's peak traffic," 
Cleland said on his blog

Cross-border lending 
stable in Q1 of 2013 



ZURICH (AFP) - Cross-bor¬ 
der lending was all-but-stable 
in the first qualter of 2013, de¬ 
spite an unprecedented rise in 
credit to emerging powers 
China, Brasil and Russia, the 
Bank Ear International Settle¬ 
ments said yesterday. 

Tiie Swiss-based BIS said 
in its quarterly statistics that 
such loans fell by $23 billion 
21 billion euros) across the 
quarter, 0.1 percent down on 
the previous three months 

The BIS, which is often 
dubbed the central bankers' 
central bank, said two factors 
were responsible. 

The first was a fall in inter¬ 
bank loans, notably from 
banks inside the 17-nation eu¬ 
ro zone, whi eh was n oneth el e ss 
offset by a rise in credit 
granted by the non-banking 
sector. 

From the beginning of Jan¬ 
uary to the end of March, inter¬ 
bank loans declined by 0.3 
percent to El37billion, while 
those from the non-banking 
sector rose by 0.9 percent to 
$110 billion. 

The second factor, mean¬ 
while, ^vas the rapid growth in 
loans to emerging economies, 
which contrast with the fall m 
credit m developed nations. 

The BIS said that interbank 
loans to emerging economies 
reached a histone high, under¬ 
lining that tins was just the lat¬ 
est step in a long-term trend. 

Cross-border loans to such 
economies rose by S.4 percent

during the quarter, reaching 
$367 billion Brazil, China and 
Russia accounted for £5 per¬ 
cent of the growth. 

While more than half of 
lo ans to emerging players were 
issued m offshore financial 
centres, the BIS noted that Eu¬ 
ropean banks were increas¬ 
ingly active in the field. 

Loans to emerging 
economies by eurozone-based 
banks, notably those m France 
and the Netherlands, rose for 
the first time mice the second 
quarter of 2011. 

In developed economies, 
however, credit continued to 
fall. 

Cross-border loans in 
Britain fell by 4.0 percent, 
while those in the eurozone 
were down by 2 7 percent, 
marking their fourth consecu¬ 
tive quarterly decline 

In the United States the fall 
was O S percent, the sixth in a 
row, but the BIS noted that it 
was less sharp thanm previous 
quarters 

Japanese banks, mean¬ 
while, returned to their posi¬ 
tion as the world's largest 
providers of cross-border 
credit, a position they had lost 
in the aftermath of the crisis in 
the 1990s. 

They increasingly have 
been lending out of their of¬ 
fices abroad, whereas the share 
of cross-border claims booked 
m Japan has been declining, 
the BIS said. 
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Summary of the Monthly Bulletin of June 2013 shows: 

Net foreign assets went down

In June 3013, the consumer 
price index (CPI) registered a 
decline of 3.1 percent, com¬ 
pared to the same month of 
2013 The main contributors to 
tins contraction were housing, 
do thing &. footwear' and house¬ 
hold operation. Excluding the 
effect of food and energy 
(which partly impacts die hous¬ 
ing and transport components), 
the core CPI rose by 0.4 per¬ 
cent, compared to June 2012 

In June 2013, the number of 
stay-over visitors reached 
76,964, which is 5 6 percent 
higher than m June 2012 This 
growth was caused mainly by 
a rise m visitors from North 
America and Latin America of 
respectively, 3.5 percent and 
12 9 percent. The growth m the 
North American market was 
caused predominantly by in¬ 
creased arrivals from the 
United States of America (+3 S 


percent), while that of the 
Latin American market re¬ 
sulted from gams in the num¬ 
ber of visitors from Venezuela 
(+15 5 percent). Conversely, 
die European market con¬ 
tracted by 14 1 percent, related 
mostly to a decline m visitors 
from England Hie number of 
cruise visitors grew by 11,320 
in June 2013, compared to the 
same month of die previous 
year The number of ship calls 
rose to 12 in June 2013, up 
from 3 m June 2012 

In June 2013, total govern¬ 
ment revenue amounted to Afi 
94.5 million, Afi 11.3 million 
lower, compared to die same 
month of the previous year. 
Hus decline was die result of 
contractions in botii tax and 
non-tax revenue, of respec¬ 
tively Afi 6 i million and Afi 
5 2 million. Hie drop in tax 
revenue was related mostly to 
decreases m income from 
profit tax, wage tax, and im¬ 
port duties, which were in part 
counterbalanced by gains in 
revenue from land tax, transfer 
tax and excises on beer and 
tabacco. Income from foreign 
exchange tax rose slightly, 
while tliat of turnover tax 
(E B.O.) remained unchanged.

Society for Culture and Arts, 
told AFP 

The decision fallows "the 
success which the film and its 
director have achieved at sev¬ 
eral international festivals," he 
said 

Directed by Saudi Arabia's 
first female filmmaker and 
shot entirely in the Gulf state, 
the film won best Arabic fea¬ 
ture award at the Dub ai Film 
Festival last year and picked 
up an award in Cannes in 
March. 

"Wadjda" was co-produced 
by Germany's R.azor Film and 
several Saudi companies, in¬ 


cluding Rjotana Studios which 
is linked to a member of the 
royal family. 

But the film, first released 
m France, will only be seen in 
the kingdom on DVD or on 
television

Mayweather beats Alvarez 
by majority decision 



LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Pound- 
for-pound king Floyd May¬ 
weather stretched his unbeaten 
string to 4 5 straight fights with 
a 12-round majority decision 
over Mexican champ Saul Al¬ 
varez on Saturday. 

The 36-year-old, who earned 
the biggest purse in b cxmg his- 
tory at $41 million, managed to 
win the showdown between the 
two undefeated fighters and 
wrest Alvarez's World Boxing 
Council and World B oxing As¬ 
sociation super welterweight 
belts. 


Mayweather fought a bril¬ 
liant tactical fight against the 
younger and stronger Alvarez 
m front o f the crowd a f 10 ,746 
at the MGM Grand Hotel's 
Grand Garden Arena. 

He used his jab and superior 
hand speed to keep Alvarez at 
bay, but Mayweather still only 
managed to win on two of tlae 
three judge's scorecards. 

Judge CJ Ross surprisingly 
scored it a draw, 114-114, 
while Craig Metcalfe had it 
117-111 and Dave Moretti 
scored it 116-112 m favour of

Mayweather gave away 13 
years m age and 15 pounds to 
die younger and stronger Al¬ 
varez, who moved down in 
weight for die showdown 

Mayweather came into the 
fight at 150 pounds, just a cou¬ 
ple pounds lighter than he was 
at Friday's weigh in. 

Alvarez was first to step into 
the ring, fallowed by May- 
weather, who walked slowly 
into the sold-out arena flanked 
by rap artist Lil Wayne and 
Canadian teen heartthrob 
Justin Bieb er. 

Tlie Mexican fighter entered 
die fight at 105, 13 pounds 
heavier than he was at Friday's 
weigh in 

Alvarez, who turned pro at 
age of 15 in 2005, suffered the 
first 1 o s s o f In s career. 

Mayweather connected on 
diree times as many j abs (139- 
44) as Alvarez and landed al¬ 
most double the number of 
total punches, 232-117. 

Tins was the second in May- 
weather's six-bout, 30-month 
contract with Showtime that
